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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
argument's on page 7 of the response submitted 3/25/2008 are persuasive. The prior 
art of record fails to disclose the combination of a brake having only one pad on each 
side, a clamp device having a center axis extending though the center of gravity of the 
first pad, the center of gravity of the second pad being offset, both in rest and when 
actuated, from the first center of gravity and both centers of gravity being the same 
radial distance away from the center axis of the brake disk.
